Every right-minded woman in the 
country, as well as in New York State, 
must feel alarmed and humiliated at 
the action of New York defying the 
fundamentals of good government, ma- 
jority rule and law observance and 
breaking away from the Union, for 
that in effect is what the action of 
Governor Smith means. 

We believe that the presidents of all

„ Left Monday Morning 

Leaving the fiying field, just out- 
side of Augusta, at 4:45 a. m., Mon- 
day morning, two big Martin bombing 
planes, assigned by the United States 
Army air service, made the flight to 
this city with two bales of super-com- 
pressed cotton, donated by the Au- 
gusta Chamber of Commerce and sent 
to the Wamsutta mills of New Bed- 
ford. 

The planes landed just outside the 
city shortly after 6 o’clock last even- 
ing, daylight time, after having made 
the journey of approximtaely 1000 
miles in a little more than 10 hours’ 
actual flying time. The cotton was 
transferred immediately to motor 
trucks, sent by the Wamsutta mill to 
the landing field, and was carried 
with all speed to the mill, where it 
was started at once through the cot- 
ton manufacturing machincry, which 
ran all night. 

Early this morning the, Wamsutta 
trucks delivered to the landing field 
509 souvenir Masonic aprons made 
from the cotton, and the flyers took 
off shortly after 6 o’clock to convey 
the aprons from New Bedford ‘to 
Washington, where they were to be 
dis‘ributed to the delegates at the 
Shriners’ convention. H. C. French of 
the Wamsutta Mill personally made 
the trip from New Bedford to Wash- 
ington in one of the planes as the 
agent of the mill.

Shriners Line Banks of Potomac as. Ships of the P 


Sail Up Historic Waterway 


Spectal from Monitor Bureau 
WASHINGTON, June 5—Up the his- 
toric waters of the Potomac, over the 
five-mile course from the “Point” be- 
low the capital city to old Georgetown 


above, sailed this afternoon the floats 


of one of the most beautiful water 


pageants ever held in this country. 


Given in honor of the visiting Shriners, 
“The Congress of the Seas” brought 
back the famous ships of history and 
legend which sailed the seas in pas: 
centuries: on their decks moved the 
personages whose names are part of 
the age-old romances connected with 
the sea and ships, whose exploits are 
part of the achievement of the race in 
all countries. 

The pageant was not only colorful 
and lovely, but historically correct in 
all details. For months the directors 


ot the spectacle have been thumbing 


the pages of old books and prints and 
studying dusty tomes, that twentieth 
century Washington and its guests 
might see the caravel of Columbus in 
all its squat strength, the Morse ships 
which preceded him to the shores of 
the new continent, or, earlier still, the 
graceful thing which Shakespeare has 
described as Cleopatra’s barge on the 
Nile. 
Spectators Line Shores 

On the Virginia and Maryland 
shores for fiye miles were scattered the 
crowd assembled for the event. From 
around “The Point” at the lower end 
of Washington's famous “Speedway” 
came the advance guard of the pageant 
—motor.boats and destroyers. In the 
first of these was the grand marshal, 
Admiral William H. Dayton. 

These were followed by the first 
float, Welcome, Shriners from the 
North, South, East and West.” This 
was in the form of a elassic temple 
of simulated white marble, with Greek 
columns and evergreen trees as a 
background for the 160 women who 
formed the four groups. At the prow 
of the vessel was a great griffin as a 
figurehead. One group of women, 
clad in green and surrounded by ever- 
greens, represented the north. The 
south was typified by beautiful girls 
dressed in varying shades and carry- 
ing armfuls of southern flowers. 
Fruits and grains from the west were 
the gift of another group, dressed in

The Chinese junk which came into 
sight next was, on the other \hand, a 
ship of peace. It was from the ro- 
mantic days of old China, when her 
mandarins floated lazily over the 
waters of the Yangtze River. On this 
old junk, one of the most picturesque 
ships of the ancient world, were 50 
mandarins and their attendants. 

One of the most famous ships in the 
world’s history was next in line—the 
Santa Maria. It was an exact replica 
of the craft which brought Columbus 
and his companions, seeking new 
worlds, to fhe shores of this conti- 
nent.

The Sarah Constant 

Virginia history has kept bright the 
name of Sara Constant, which 
brought the first settlers to James- 
town in 1607. There were no women 
on board. Fifty Colonial settlers were 
on the deck of the second Sarah Con- 
stant as she appeared in the pageant, 
sailing past the Virginia shores where 
the first one landed long ago. The 
ship was somewhat on the order of 
the Mayflower, except that the prow 
was built higher. 

The Mayflower had been duplicated 
down to the last detail for the 
pageant, and on its decks were de- 
scendants from the first Mayflower 
“passenger list.” It appeared just as 
it landed on the Massachusetts coast, 
with 102 persons on board. This was 
the only case in which an effort had 
been made to impersonate definite 
characters in every case. Carter B. 
Keane, the president of the Mayflower 
Society, appeared as Elder Brewster, 
of whom he is a direct descendant. 
Miles Standish and John Alden were 
impersonated by Stephen E. Kramer, 
assistant superintendent of the Wash- 
ington public schools, and the Rev. 
John T. Huddle, respectively, their 
descendants, while Priscilla, “the lady 
in the case,” was played by Miss 
Dorothy Allen. 

The last of the line of barges: and 
ships was the Clermont, the famous 
first steamboat, built. by Robert Ful- 
ton. A photograph taken of the Cler- 
mont in 1850 was the model for the 
boat.

This 350,000 pageant was the only 
feature of the week’s celebration 
handled largely by women, being in

Section Not Considered « 

In its decision handed down Sep- 
tember, 24, 1918, holding the Massa- 
chusetts Minimum Wage Law consti- 
tutional, the Supreme Judicial Court 
did not consider the scope and valid- 
ity of these sections of the act. It 
did declare, however, that “those sec- 
tions are not involved on this record 
and are left entirely open for future 
consideration. Even if they should 
be found to transcend in any respect 
the power of the Legislature under 
the Canstitution, they are quite sep- 
arable. from the rest of the act. It 
cannot be thought that the rest of the 
statute would not have been enacted 
without them, and therefore the con- 
stitutionality of the sections here as- 
sailed ‘would not be affected.” 

It is expected that the action in the 
municipal court will be the mere 
formality of taking an appeal directly 
to the Supreme Judicial Court of the 
Commonwealth on this phase of the 
act, Such action promises a test case 
of more than usual interest particu- 
larly because, as the defenders of the 
law point out, the Transcript has been 
a consistent opponent of the Mini- 
mum Wage Law.

Own Interest 


Enrollment in the People’s Emanci- 
pation League of the United States has 
made decided progress in the. last few 
weeks, according to William N. .Os- 
good, attorney, of Lowell, who has 
offices in the Tremont Building, Bos- 
ton. Mr. Osgood, who years ago was 
a candidate for Governor on the stato 
ticket of the Independence League and 
later was active in the Progressive 
Party, is chairman of the enrollment 
committee as well as of the committee 
on organization of the Emancipation 
League. The other members of the 
committees are John Calder Gordon 
and Chester C. Merrill. The league’s 
headquarters is at Room $23, Tremont 
Building. 


Objects of League 


Schooled by expérience, these vet- 
eran organizers of the people—Mr. 
Osgood and Mr. Gordon—are not mak- 
ing any special attempts to gain pub- 
licity for the movement at this stage. 
No formal organization has been made 
as yet and none is contemplated for 
some time. The persistent effort now 
being made is to gain membership for 
the Emancipation League and not to 
try to mold it into a political party at 
this juncture. That, it is anticipated, 
will come later. : 

Speakers who will explain to the 
people the objects of the Emancipa- 
tion League, which was initiated some 
six months or more ago, are to face 
many audiences next fall and winter. 
Those who are already interested in 
the movement, which has for its pri- 
mary purpose the eventual organizing 
of the people for control of the Gov- 
ernment for their own interests and 
the overthrow of special privileges 
and monopolies, will be asked to help 
in the enrollment campaign by making 
it possible for the advocates of the 
cause to address as many public as- 
semblages as possible.

Recently, William Wood, head of the 
Loyal American Training Corps, a 
semimilitary organization partaking 
somewhat of the nature of the Boy 
Scouts but working among adults 
mainly, has become interested in the 
Emancipation League.

HIGH COURT FINDS 
"JUDGE IN ERROR 


Decision Announced in Warner- 
Fuller $100,000 Libel Suit 


The full bench of the Supreme Court 
has decided that Judge Nelson P. 
Brown of the Superior Court erred in 
instructing the jury at the trial of 
Lieut.-Gov. Alvan T. Fuller for alleged 
libel and slander in the suit brought 
by Joseph E. Warner to return a ver- 
dict of $1 in favor of Mr. Warner. 
The trial occurred during a political 


campaign when Mr. Warner and Mr. 
Fuller were contesting for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Lieutenant- 
Governor on that ticket. The 
case was tried at Taunton and Mr. 
Warner sued for $100,000. The jury 
failed to agree and the court finally 
gave them the “$1 instructions.” Mr. 
Fuller charged Mr. Warner with being 
a law partner of Harold Hathaway 
and sharing in fees for legislative 
work instituted by Mr. Warner. In his 
instructions to the jury Judge Brown 
told them that there was no evidence 
to justify a finding that the defendant 
had established the truth of the alleged 
libelous and slanderous statements 
Judge 
Brown further ruled that the state- 
ments were not within the scope of 
fair comment. Following his directions , 
to the jury, Judge Brown himself re- 
ported the case to the Supreme Court. 

In writing the full court’s opinion, 
Judge Braley says that the revised 
laws provide that in actions of libel, 
the truth, if established, is a justifica- 
tion unless malice is actually proved. 
He says further: “The jury, who could 
draw inferences of fact, from all the 
circumstances appearing in evidence. 
and not the court, were to determine 
whether the partnership or Hathaway 
individually had been employed. If 
satisfied that it was the partnership, 
they also would have been justified in 
finding that the money received for 
services was partnership money in 
which the plaintiff was entitled to 
share even if the basis of participation 
doés not appear.”

Comparison of May and April fig- r 
ures at the Massachusetts Public Em- | 


ployment office, 23-25 Pearl Street, 
shows a decrease in the number of 
calls from employers, and an increase 


in the number of positions filled. Dur- 


ing May 1641 positions were filled, or | 


279 more than in May, 1922. The ap- 
plications for employment during last 


month were 33 per cent less than jn 
April. 

The attendance of service men 
visiting the office in May was 1298, or 
151 less than in April. Of these 182 
obtained positions. : 

The records of the men’s skilled 
department for May show a brisk 
business with the metal trades, espe- 
Clally for machinists and foundry 
help, with the supply of applicants 
not equal to the demand. The build- 
ing trades have done a good business 
in. painters and plumbers. During 
the latter part of the month there 
were more calls for carpenters. The 
other branches of building industry 
were quiet, with very few applicants 
for employment in these lines, except 
steamfitters, of whom there is a plen- 
tiful supply. The steam trades have 
been busy, especially in calls for 
engineers and firemen for summer 
hotels. The printing trades have 
been quiet, and the few calls for com- 
positors and job press feeders were 
easily filled. 

There has been a constant demand 
for laborers with a very small supply 
of applicants. Culinary workers in 
hotels and restaurants are in demand 
with few competent applicants. The 
demand for experienced farm help is 
heavy with few acceptable applicants 
for such work. The demand for boys 
for errands, office and factory work 
continues steady with more appli- 
cants, as the advance guard of school 
children is beginning to visit the office 
in search of work during the vacation 
period. 

The demand for workers in fac- 
tories and workshops has been good 
with a very small supply of competent 
help on hand. Waitresses and cham- 
bermaids for the hotels in the moun- 
tains dnd summer resorts continue to 
be in constant demand with a

Electrical Convention Report 
Shows but 33,000 of Latter 
in City 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


NEW YORK, June 5—Use of the 


horse, except for a few pleasure vehi- 
cles, will have entirely disappeared 
from city streets within a few years, 
according to members of the Electric 
Truck & Car Bureau attending the 
convention of the National Electric 
Light Association here.

Who has heard the tales of the mas- 
sacre which occurred on the road to 
the coast and which memory keeps 
green by listening for the tread of 
men marching to their doom? It 
would not be difficult to count them. 
And yet thousands travel through ilie 
historic grounds, heedless of 
treasures. 


True, life in Glamis looks humdrum. |

his hammer, on the farm the laborer 
guides the plow, in the quarry the 
workman blasts the solid rock and 
amid the sawdust the husky youth 
turns great tree trunks into flat pieces 
of board.

Their net profits 
are small, for the goods they carry 
often pass through many different 
hands, and they save because they live 
simply and frugally. Because of the 
new law the bewildered Chinese, 
whose profits do not warrant hiring 
help of any kind, face ruin.

Terraces on the west- 
ern coast mark a series of old sea 
beaches, and in their walls gap mys- 
terious sea-washed caves. Were the 
ocean to roll away, another Sierra-like 
mountain would stand revealed, the 
product of many upheavals. 

What Nature Offers 

As the boat bound for the Island 
runs into Wilson’s Cove, the chief 
landing place, one lifts his eyes to 
San Clemente, and, especially if the 
journey from Catalina southward has 
been far from smooth, is oppressed by 
the seeming desolation of nature 
heaped before him. The outlook is 
barren indeed. Yet to the patient ex- 
plorer the Island yields many treas- 


ures. Dr. Munz and his party, during 
their five-day stay, were able to find 
and classify 185 species of plant life 
—more than have ever before been re- 
corded as growing on this island. 
Many common varieties of wildflower 
grow among the rugged rocks; the 
cactus abounds, and a low green vege- 
tation upon which the sheep feed.

The island is not a spot to attract 
the ease-loving tourist. It is a “dit- 
ficult” country, inviting the adven- 
turer and the lover of nature, rugged 
and untamed. If one cares for these 
things, and, as did Chinetti, for the

Crop Outlook Good — Bank 
Clearings Larger—Rail 
Earnings Increase 


OTTAWA, June 5 (Special)—Copi- 
.0us rains in the prairie provinces, to- 
gether with marked activity in a num- 
ber of the most important manufac- 
turing industries in the eastern prov- 
inces, have made the Canadian busi- 
ness outlook very good. The most re- 
liable reports from the west have it 
that crop conditions could hardly 
“have been better. 

Bank clearings for the week ended 
May 3 were 5 per cent over those for 
the corresponding period last year. 
In the west the increase was most 
marked, being nearly 9 per cent; on 
the other hand, there was a decrease 
in clearings in eastern cities. 

Railroads’ Good Showing 

The railways had a good month dur- 
ing April. Canadian Pacific, after hav- 
ing shown a falling off in net earnings 
during February and March, showed 
an increase of nearly $500,000. This 
enabled the company to show an in- 
crease of $39,000 in the net for the 
first four months, compared with the 
corresponding period last year, the 
figures being $5,146,112 compared with 
$5,107,244. The gross earnings for 
April were $13,651,879 and expenses 
$11,700,614; in April last year the fig- 
ures were $12,331,370, and $10,782,597, 
respectively. It is noticeable that ex- 
penses keep pace with the increase in 
gross earnings. 

The Canadian National Railways 
also reports a very satisfactory April, 

-total gross earnings for the entire sys- 


tem, including the American mileage, | 


having been $21,056,312, a decided in- 
crease over April, 1922. While there 
was an improvement all over the sys- 
tem, the greatest improvement has 
been on that portion of the system 
between Detroit and Chicago. 
National Railways Recovery 
The directors of the national sys- 
tem, however, in their annual report 
for 1922, warn the public not to ex- 
pect too much this year in the way 
of better earnings. It is pointed out 
that some time must elapse before the 
economies resulting from the consoli- 
dation of the several units in the Gov- 
ernment system can come into effect. 
The conclusion is reached: “The pres- 
ent year is not likely to show any 
great advance in operating perform- 
ance, except as the situation may be 
improved by ‘increased traffic, and 
while there may be an improvement 
in the traffic returns in the months 
prior to the crop movement, it is 
rather optimistic to expect a greater 
seasonal movement than took place 
in the last quarter of 1922.” 
Evidence accumulates: that Canada 
is gradually recovering some of the

“The amount of 13,000,000,000 
francs,” states the Bureau, “mentioned 
by American newspapers, does not ap- 
ply either to the total of bonds matur- 
ing on June 8, (5,600,000,000 francs) or 
to the maximum amount fixed for the 
last loan, but represents the total 
amount of loans which the French 
Treasury has been authorized by the 
Parliament to issue for 1923.” 


AMERICAN SEA . 
COMPETITION KEEN 


‘LONDON, June 6—American com- 
petition on the high seas is becoming 
a big factor, according to Sir John 
Latta, addressing shareholders of the 
Nitrate Producers Steamship Com- 
pany. He declared the company’s re- 
duced receipts were due wholly to 
the activity of Americans, who were 
carrying nitrate to the United States 
in their own ships and even competing 
in the nitrate trade to British colonies. 

“Many seem to think we have noth- 
ing to fear from the Americans,” he 
said, “but this is a mistake, as time 
and the trend of events are operating 
to their advantage.”

DWARD F. ALBBE, president and active head of the B. F. Keith Vaude- 
ville Circuit, which co- operates with about 800 theaters in the United 
States, was reared in Machias, Me., of Puritan stock. His great-

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ILLINOIS PLANS - 
TO ENTER A FEW 


Showing of Team Strength in 
National Meet at Chicago Will

PARIS, III., June 5 (Special)—“We 
will enter a few men in the national 
track meet, but will not attempt to 
make anything like a showing of team 
strength,” said H. L. Gill, track coach 
of University of Illinois, in an inter- 
view today with a representative of 
The Christian Science Monitor.

Hill, who was | 
to take the hammer throw with ease 
after placing second in the prelim- 
inaries did not compete in the finals 
because of the dispute over the 120- 
yard high hurdles in which Coach Gill 
withdrew his team from the field. 

‘Schildauer’s failure to place in the 
discus throw trials was one of the 
surprises of the meet at Ann Arbor. 
At the national he will try to make 
a return to his brilliant performances 
recorded previously. F. P. Johnson 
24, winner of the questioned hurdle 
race, has not decided yet whether to 
enter the national meet, said Coach 
Gill. Johnson would again run up 
against DeHart Hubbard 25, the 
Michigan star hurdler, who defeated 
Johnso#@ by 2-5s. in the first heat of 
the trials and was leading in the final 
heat when he stumbled over the third 
set of hurdles. This third flight, it 
was claimed later, was misplaced and 
cause the referee to order the race 
re-run.

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Judging the Little Theater 


E was a time in the history 
of the little theater when to be 
unlike the professional stage 

meant to be advancing and progres- 
sive. The deficiencies in an Outworn 
system together with certain periodic 
ailments of the stage had made the 
inroad of a new movement all the 
more telling. The little theater pro- 
ducer boasted of accomplishing things 
unattainable in the larger playhouse, 
talked of freshness and spontaniety 
in bis actors and played havoc with 
drama to experiment on scenery and 
lighting. 

Now after some years at being 
amateurish, the little. theater pro- 
ducer is seeking to better the pro- 
fessional stage not by looking as- 
kance at it and setting up a rival 
institution, but by training workers 
and still more by creating more in- 
telligent audiences for the older thea- 
ter. This last work is perhaps his 
most important contribution. Once 
a man has experienced the throes 
that seem necessary because of the 
conditions on most amateur stages, 
he can never see a play on the pro- 
fessional stage without being more 
finely critical and more acutely sensi- 
tive to the deficiency or excellence 
of the performance. The old hokum 
that used to prevail is no longer pos- 
sible. The audience, trained in a more 
thorough knowledge of the stage, 
affects disgust and even rises to con- 
demn the producer who unnecessarily 
„plays“ with his auditors. 

The mystery of the work behind the 
footlights has also disappeared. The 
technique of all the departments of 
the theater has become commonplace. 
The little theater organization, writ- 
ing its own plays, casting them, pro- 
ducing them, and finally criticizing 
them has become wise in what used 
to be a hidden secret of the stage. 
The romance of the stage is disappear- 
ing. Not long ago an actor playing in 
Chicago received a letter criticizing 
his performance of a certain rôle be- 
cause the man in the audience had 
played it and had realized the values 
that the actor had not comprehended. 
Thus the actor will come to have a 
new view of his audience, with the 
printed play, the walking rehearsal 
and the amateur production, making 
it more intel'igent. 

The little theater is now ceasing to 
be a prodigy. It has suffered because 
many of its critics have lived far from 
the place of its most healthful growth, 
because n New York they have not 
understood its position in the frontiers 
of the theatrical world. They are still 
thinking of it in terms of the old- 
fashioned home-talent performances 
where the community went more to 
see someone show off, than to enjoy 
the play for itself. True the little 
theater has not yet outgrown all of 
its childhood’s shortcomings. Further- 
more, it is still occasionally catering 
to the exotic and the bizarre. In its 
effort to be advanced it is often ridicu- 
lous, yet it has vitality and courage in 


the face of its many problems, It is 
working with raw material, and — 
equipment is often a challenge be- 
cause of its very. deficiencies. 

A present need of the little theater 
is the director .who will look first of 
all to creating a finished production. 
He should choose his plays carefully, 
he should take pains to perfect even 
the smallest details, and he should 
give the playgoer the certain feeling 
that he has not come to patronize but 
to get the full value of his money in 
entertainment. The director jn the 
little as in the professional theater 
cannot foist his peculiar wishes on 
the audience until he has become suf- 
ficiently well known to care little 
about his reputation. 

The little theater should have more 
trained leadership and more leisure 
for its performers. It needs stand- 
ards especially in its acting. It needs 
to understand that before a perform- 
ance can be finished it must have 
actors who are willing to be schooled 
in their art. They must be willing to 
sacrifice much for their work no 
matter how small their part may be. 
The amateur play at one time suffered 
most because of the bad production, 
because of the things that went wrong 
just when the most serious moment 


of the play had arrived. . 
ever, has changed. Perhaps it is not 
too much to say that the production 
side of amateur work has outstripped | , 
that of acting, The actor needs to 
study his part and grow into it. In 
this the little theater has failed. Its 
failure cannot be corrected until it 
gets sufficiently established to make 
possible more time for the actors and 
the rehearsals and more precise stand- 
ards in the selection of its casts. 

It needs most of all more recogni- 
tion from the professional stage and 
Particularly the professional critic. 
It has grown tired of the patronizing, 
condescending air with which its ef- 
forts have been greeted. It. looks 
with pride at its contribution to the 
theater and it looks to more oppor- 
tunity to give place for experimenta- 
tion and development impossible in 
the commercial theater. It is creating 
more critical audiences for itself, as 
well as for the professional stage in 
its process ot training its members 
for the work. It has grown rapidly. 
Perhaps it needs nothing more than 
vision and perspective on the part of 
some of its chief directors—vision 
and perspective combined with the 
dauntless courage of the youth in the 
movement, more vigor, and the “dar- 
ing and dash” tHat has made it live 
in spite of itself.

If eockney English differs from the 


English used by the average educated 
Briton, it is only a sample of the di- 
versities which always result in dif- 
ferent environments, when a language 
is spread over great areas with enor- 


mous masses of population. While the 


talk of the educated Englishman and 
the educated American differs only in 
a slight accentuation, a shade of 
quickness and slowness, there are 
guifs of separation between the poorer 
parts of the population in each coun- 
try.

Englishmen on their part have their 
difficulties with the modifications of 
speech to be found among wide cir- 
cles in the United States; the illu- 
minating slang, the stress which is so 
often placed on the penultimate rather 
than on the final syllable, the punc- 
tilious pronunciation of the final “g” 
in “ing,” and all the rest of the fluc- 
tuations. In speaking of the Presi- 
dent’s residence we slightly empha- 
size the second word and say “White 
House”; on the other. hand, many 
Americans emphasize the first word. 
Many of us on this side have a 
slovenly habit of saying “hurryin’” 
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of each country set a style which 
may be studied with advantage by the 
would-be precisionist on either side 
of the Atlantic. It seems to me that 
the leading editorial articles in Ameri- 
can newspapers are on the whole 
better written than those in the old 
country, and by that I do not refer 
to grammar or a lack of grammar but 
to a greater and a lesser quality of 
grace, clarity and force. In the best 
papers of the great cities the leading 
articles. are as a rule models of com- 


position from a purely English point 


of view. On the other hand the news 
pages of practically all the papers 
are to an Englishman's eye much 
better done on the English side, where 
there has grown up in the last gen- 
eration very strong regulation with 
regard to redundancy, punctuation and 
the precise use of words. It is a sin 


to use twenty words to express a fact 


which can be clearly stated in twelve 
words. There must be unchallenge- 
able accuracy in the headlines, which 
can be as outstanding as possible but 
must have no touch of exaggeration. 
The story must tell itself. A passion 
for accuracy sometimes destroys pic- 
turesquences while it stimulates the 
first essentials of true literature.

I see one main divergence between 
America and Britain, and it has its 
origin in . national characteristics. 
America has less patience with 
methods and is always looking to the 
result. Whereas the British, from a 
strain of carefulness, punctiliousness, 
tradition, are almost religiously re- 
spectful in their mediums of effort. 
America attempts to drive straight to 
the heart of the matter regardless of 
incidentals. From this arises in the 
United States a new and stirring 
idiom, which will presently be in- 
corporated by the pedants as part’ of 
the language, and a glow which is 
agreeably. startling even to literary 
stylists of the Old World. But at the 
same time we find among those who 
do not belong to the distinctive world 
of letters a recklessness and what 
would be regarded as sloppiness in 
the old country. The incidentals to 
grammar moreover are regarded with 
an airy lightness. How a Scotsman, 
belonging to a race the most careful 
on earth in words, must writhe as he 
sees a printed police notice at a junc- 
tion of one of the cross-town streets: 
“Traffic will not pass this way.” One 
has to take the thicK with the thin in 
matters of expression, and there are 
drawbacks as well as rewards in all 
new fields.

were in many cases former soldiers and it did not at all 


follow that because they were competent in the field they 
were competent in the Chamber. Owing their success to 
the perhaps excessive wave of patriotism which followed 
the victory, they have acted in a somewhat stereotyped 
manner and have not taken real account of the constant 
changes of the political situation and the necessity of 
strengthening good relations between peoples. 

With their eyes fixed on France, with narrow 
nationalist ideas, they have forgotten that, apart from the 
interests of their own country, they had to consider the 

interests of other countries. It is not enough to be a 
lover of France: it is also desirable to grapple with hoops 
of steel those friends which existed in the allied and asso- 
ciated countries. It is this rather exclusive fashion of 
regarding problems of world-wide importance that has 
been the mark of the Bloc National. But jt is also cer- 
tain that the horizon- blue Chamber,“ as it was called in 
reference tothe hoxizon- blue uni form worn by the French 
Army, has never quite managed to settle down to work, 
and has found itself often in the most hopeless muddles, 
even in matters of internal policy. 

This has been largely the result of inexperience. A 


more striking example of the methods of this Parlia- 


ment could not be furnished than its treatment of the 
question of summer time. For years it has been the cus- 


tom to advance the clock for an hour during the summer 


months, thus coming to line with England and Belgium 
and other continental countries. The lack of synchroni- 
zation obviously would cause great inconveniences. But 
this year, before the Easter recess, the deputies from the 
country, as distinct from the towns, suddenly revolted 
and rejected the idea of summer time. The confusion 
that might have been anticipated was in fact produced. 
The unhappy situation continued for a month, and then 
M. Poincaré, taking his courage in his hands, staked 
his parliamentary life on the passing of a belated meas- 
ure. In the end he won. But much mischief had already 
been done and the quarrel between country and town had 
been intensified. 

This is only one example. Even the best friends of 
the Chamber severely criticize its conduct. The Figaro 
2 of its incapacity to follow any method and its 

Ibstinacy in discussing everything at the same time. The 

udget, which should have been passed before the end of 
fast year, is still in abeyance. Take a typical week’s 
work: On Tuesday, there was discussion on a commer- 
cial subject and on the credits for the Ruhr. Qn Wednes- 
day, pensions were under debate. On Thursday, the 
Chamber reverted to commerce and Ruhr credits. On 
Friday, a medical scandal was on the agenda. Then 
there was set down for debate other subjects. which 
already had been threshed out—the decree concerning 
secondary education, which was begun ten months ago; 
on the agricultural problem; on the electoral reform, 
_already brought up on several occasions; on the Banque 

Industrielle de Chine, which has been treated ad nauseam; 
and no subject ever appears to be definitely finished. 

The Chamber, says a critic, is like an infant which 
leaves one toy for another and then returns to the toys 
of last year. There are perpetual scenes, and it is diffi- 
cult to understand precisely what decision is in fact taken. 
The amazing incident of the rejection by the Senate of 
the charges against the Communists, who should never 
have been brought before this body, is the crowning act 
of incompetence. a 

What is the solution of all this? It is held in some 
quarters that it must be dissolution. There are far too 
many speeches. Oratory has become a dangerous thing 
in the French Parliament, holding up all business. There 
were over twenty speakers inscribed for the debate on 
the Ruhr credits, but not a single vote was changed · by 
this prolonged bout of eloquence. In these circum- 
stances it is felt that there is such a tangle that a fresh 

beginning is advisable. 

ö As yet it is too early to state definitely whether the 
proponents of an election will succeed, but they are helped 
by the argument that when the Ruhr operation succeeds 
it would be a good moment to appeal to the country. 
Even if the Ruhr operation fails, it might be better to 
go to the country immediately for fresh encouragement, 
rather than drag ort indefinitely, losing ground all the 
time. Such is the French political situation, and it will 
be seen that it has many points of interest and suggests 
many problems of democracy. 


As THE question of the advisability of excluding 
Asiatics from their country is one of the few issues upon 
which all parties in the Union of 
South Africa aré united, the re- 
cent decision of the European 
settlers of Kenva Colony, for- 
merly British East Africa, to 
send a delegate to General Smuts 
for a discussion of this problem 
as it affects them, carries more 
significance than appears on the surface. Indeed the pos- 
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sibility that the Union will enter into negotiations in their 
behalf with the Imperial Government, which this step 


involves, means that the problem of Indian invasion of 
Africa has been elevated to a position of first importance, 
demanding a solution satisfactory to those mainly con- 
‘cerned. The Kenya Colony, in other words, is looking to 
the Union for moral and material support in case definite 
action is deemed necessary, should the claims of the 
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Indians to unrestricted rights of W into Kenya 


and full franchise therein be upheld by the British’ Gov- 
ernment. This is particularly interesting, because at the

the Kenya question is the touchstone of the policy of the 


British Commonwealth, for it is felt that the issue 
involves fundamental points which are bound. to react 
throughout Africa and ultimately the whole Empire. 
Hence, the fact that it is understood that General Smuts 
has promised help to the colony is of considerable 
moment. 


WHETHER United States Representative Stephen G. 
Porter, now attending the fifth session of the League 
of Nations Opium Commission 
in Geneva, is interested chiefly 
in the suppression of traffic in 
opium, or in discrediting the 
League of Nations, has not yet 
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in both. In either case, it is his 
statesmanship and not his sin- 
cerity which we call into question. The Christian Science 
Monitor stands for the League of Natiòôns, with certain 
reservations, and against opium. It is, moreover, only a 
gullible- minded observer of world affairs whose opinion 
of the League could be determined by its acceptance or 
rejection of America’s proposals in regard to vpium. Re- 
membering Representative Porter's ill- timed and bad- 


mannered attack on the League contained in his letter to 


Lord Robert Cecil, when the latter was in Washington 
in April, and recalling, further, his unwillingness to meet 
Lord Robert in conference over the issues raised, we are 
not surprised at the take it or· leave - it· without - discussion 
position which he assumed at Geneva. 

It is a courageous individual who goes as a represer 
tative of America to the seat of the League of Nations 
with proposals of whatever sort. It' stands the United 
States in poor stead to seek to dictate, even in so worthy 
a cause as this, to an organization which it refuses to join. 

Many things are to be considered before final judg- 
ment is passed upon the seeming hesitancy of the League 
to act upon opium. The chief opposition to America’s 
proposals for the strict suppression of the production of 
opium comes, of course, from the Indian delegate. Now 
opium-growing in India is a relatively huge industry— 
analogous to the brewing industry in the United States 
before prohibition. The use of opium in India, as testified 
to by practically all observers, is a vice comparable to 
the use df liquor in the West, and is not so generally 
bre as in China. However used, in mild or in 
extreme forms, it is bad enough. It should and will be 
eliminated. 

Opium suppression must be brought about by co- 

operative, but persistent, effort of the world’s nations, 
and if even the League of Nations—which is looked to 
as the best channel through which to work—cannot 
achieve everything in a day, there is no reason to abandon 
either the fight against opium or faith in the League. 
\ It is a serious deviation from the path of straight 
thinking to assert that, because one or two or three 
nations, members of the League, are unwilling to keep 
step with the most enlightened on this subject, the League 
itself is a failure. One might as well urge that, because 
the prohibition amendment was not at once ratified by 
every one of the states of the American Union, the Union 
was a failure. Most. things worth while come by 
growth through education. The League stands ready to 
do, and is doing, its utmost to foster every good move- 
ment, and, in the event of immediate failure, has in its 
power the opportunity to educate world opinion toward 
that for which, at the present moment, it may not be 
wholly prepared. . f

opposed to what was termed the “single, metallit’ stand- 
ard,” left their party and joined with the Democrats in 
the effort to elect a President pledged to the use of both 
gold and silver as standard money of redemption. It 1s 
unlikely that Dr. Butler would follow a similar course if 
his advice concerning prohibition is dismegarded. The 
Democratic Party will hardly array itself with the nulli- 
fying forces, but even though it should adopt a plank 
that squints in that direction, it is not supposable that 


its attitude on other national issues would meet with Dr. 


Butler's approval. The Democrats will doubtless renew 
their declaration in favor of a tariff for revenue. As a 
believer in a protective tariff, he could not consistently 
work for a party that professedly stands for a different 
tariff fundamental. 

Should the counsels of those who agree with Dr. 
Butler as to prohibition being made one of the national 
issues be accepted by the Republican Party, and the 
Democratic Party take the view that the matter is a 
“closed issue,” the result can easily be foreseen. Millions 
of Republican voters would refuse to support their 
and defeat would be inevitable. 
Insistence upon making enforcement of the Constitution 
a partisan question can only end in party destruction.

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The Beginning of a Wonderful Industry

is a dispute as to who was really first, writes James H. Collins 


in The Business Woman. The idea of a machine that would 


write had been in the air 100 years or more when Christopher 
Latham Sholes began turning it over in his inventive mind 
sometime in 1866. Others had built machines that would 
write. Patents were taken 
England as early as 1714, and in America in 1829; but none 
of these machines were ever brought to the point ‘where they 
were manufactured and sold to the public. 

Sholes was the first man to bring a writing machine to the 
point where a manufacturer could take it up, and 1873 is 
regarded as the birth year of the typewriter, because some 
time in April of that year a contract was made with E.
